EtKMKWD,  Kv.,  Sept.  1,  1H80. 
On  the  morning  of  the  23<1  of  August  1 
lOOll  the  eastd.ound  trnin  for  Midway,  from 
wliicli  place  I  was  soon  carried  to

distant  from  the  railroad  about  7J  miles. 
It  was  County  Court-day,  ami  the  town  was 
literally  packed  with  people.  Everybody 
was  busy  and  in  a  good  humor.  Large 
numbers  of  fat  and  feeding  cattle  were  on 
the  market,  and  auctioneers  had  all  they 
could  do. 

1  learn  that  Versailles  has  a  population 
of  2,000,  and  judge  from  appearances, 
that  they  are  a  live  people.  There  are 
some  evidences  of  thrift  here,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  but  that  it  is  a  pleasant  little  place. 

I  remained  here  but  a  short  time,  going 
back  to 

mow  Ax- 
on the  afternoon  stage.  The  people  here, 
1,000  in  number,  claim  that  their  prospects 
tor  growth  ami  prosperity  are  good.  Some 
nice  buildings  have  recently  been  erected 
here,  and  more  are  in  contemplation. 
There  is  a  stage  line  from  here  to  Versailles 
— two,  1  should  have  said,  for  there  is  lively 
competition  — making  two  round  trips  dail\ 
(Sunday  excepted)  between  these  points 
Mr.  W.  G.  Chelf,  the  gentleman  who  rims 
a  stage  line  from  Frankfort  to  Hurrods- 
burg,  carries  the  mail  and  Ada  ma  Express 
over  this  line.  lie  has  a  nice  new  itagC 
Coach,  accommodating  employes,  and  ha 
reduced  the  tare  to  the  small  sum  of  twenty 
jive  cents  for  each  way.  With  this  re- 
duction in  tare  the  travel  hai  greatly 
increased. 

After  spending  the  alternoou  here  I  took 
the  evening  train  for  Lexington,  changed 
oan  at  Cincinnati  Southern  Croeeing,  where 

l  met  Ed.  Grant,  formerly  of  Frankfort, 
wiio  is  fireman  on  the  ('.  S.  li.  K.  At  his 
solicitation  1  got  aboard  the  locomotive,  and 
had  a  delightful. ride  to  Xicholnsville.  Ed 
is  working  hard  ami  doing  well,  lie  i.« 
mnch  pleased  with  his  situation. 

AtriviUg  at  Xichohlsville  I  found  it  im- 
possible to  procure  a  room  in  the  town,  and 
M  had  to  sleep  on  a  cot,  so  culled,  in  tin

was  the  next  place  1  visited.  I  Wftl  most 
agreeably  disappointed  in  this  place.  I 
had  expected  to  find  a  companion  town  to 
Lancaster,  but  the  spirit  of  pfOgreM  and 
enterprise  is  everywhere  visible  here. 
The  town  has  a  population  of  1,800,  and  it 
is  still  growing.  The  court-house  is  a  very 
nice  building,  near  which  has  recently  heen 
erected  a  $1 '2.000  jail.  Thecounty  has  bought 
a  block  of  buildings  near  the  court-house 
and  had  them  torn  down  so  as  to  enlarge 
and  beautify  the  court-house  yard.  The 
memhers  of  the  Christian  Church  at  this 
place  are  erecting  an  elegant  church  build- 
ing; four  or  live  large  brick  stores  are  be 
Ing  built;  two  or  three  more  buelneM 
DOIMMt,  a  large  livery  stable  and  several 
legant  residences  will  be  commenced 
hortly.au>!  the  young  men  of  the  town 
have  formed  a  stock  company  and  now 
have  in  process  of  erection  a  |ft,000  town 
hall.     How  is  that  for  public  spirit? 

There  is  a  large  and  prosperous  female 
OoUtgC  here,  the  buildings  and  grounds 
of  which  are  very  handsome.  A  large 
majority  of  the  residences  are  tasteful  ami 
costly .  Many  beautiful  cottages  an  I  (tower 
yards  ornament  the  town.

It  is  the 
shipping  point  for  four  or  five  counties 
near  here.  Several  houses  are  being  built 
here,  and  several  more  will  be  commenced 
shortly.  Taylor  county,  of  which  this  is 
the  county  seat,  is,  and  has  been  for  two 
years,  without  a  sheriff.     There  is  some

taxes  in  this  county,  and  it  being  considered 
a  dangerous  undertaking,  no  person  can  be 
found  who  wants  the  office  of  sheriff'. 
There  is  no  small  amount  of  enterprise 
here  and  Campbellsville  is  in  a  very  fair 
way  of  being  a  good  sized  town  before 
many  years  shall  have  passed. 

aftBKXABVRU, 
the  county  seat  of  Green  county,  and  the 
present  southern  terminus  of  the  C.  it  0. 
R.  R.,  was  the  next  place  I  visited.  This 
is  one  of  the  oldest  towns  in  the  State,  in 
fact  as  in  appearance.  Comparatively 
little  business  is  done  here.  All  the  roads 
leading  into  the  place  are  terribly  bad, 
and  the  tide  of  trade  that  properly  belongs 
here  is  carried  to  Campbellsville  over  good 
turnpikes. 

'  This  county  also  has  its  troubles  about 
railroad  taxes,  and  in  consequence  it  is 
with. ait  a  sheriff  as  well  as  Taylor  county. 
The  people  are  industrious,  frugal  and 
moderately    prosperous .      Society    here  if 

said  to  bo  far  above  the  average—indeed 

the  society  of  Greensburg  is  the  greatest 
boast  of  its  people.  The  town  has  a  popu- 
lation of  t)">i»  nearly  halt  of  whom  are  Of 
the  colored  persuasion.

There  is  not  an  inch  of  ground 
in  Columbia  owned  bv  colored  people,  nor 
is  there  a  colored  church  in  the  town.
